Corpses 
strewed the battlefield. 


For the length of time the fighting 


continued It was tho most sanguin- 
ary battle of the war.

nets, disdaining to use their rifles.

Almost everyone has at some tlmo 


suffered with bleeding at the nose. This 
Is, of course, usually a very trivial mat- 
ter, and yet the hemorrhage has In eomc 
cases lasted so long and been BO pro- 
fuse that it has become a serious mat- 
ter.

Eplataxls Is the scientific name 
for nose bleed, and I should like to hear 
from my readers regarding- the- result 
of tho trial of these simple expedients. 
To get right effect the application of cold 
must be continued for some tlmo, as a 
brief application would bring on a reac- 
tion vthat would probably tend to In- 
crease the hemorrhage. 
•'The local surface areas, that'effcct the 
different organs when stimulated by 
cold, aro as follows: The back, below 
the shoulder blades, and; the area just 
over the stomach in front, when stimu- 
lated by colrl'efTcct tho blood vessels and 
the stomach. *Tho feet and hollow of (he 
back, effect the kidneys whon to stimu- 
lated. The bowel* and the bladder are 
effected by cold applications to tho feet 
and abdomen,'the liver'by applications 
to the right chest, especially the lowor 
part, the spleen by applications to tho 
lower 'left chest, the lungs, by applica- 
tions to tho chest and to a correspond Ing 
position on the back, whllo the brain is 
effected by these applications on tho 
head, hands, feet, neck and face. Of 
course the eame rule applies in regard 
to the reaction on all of thofo organs, 
and If the applications are long con- 
tinued, the effect In depressing, while 
If It Is of but*short duration', the reac- 
tion Is stimulated.

Now If one.wishes to cool the-body with-

hotter water than can the entire body. 
A temperature of 104 degrees nt an ordi- 
nary bath Is as hot as most people con 
'endure. I .will not here dwell upon the 
effects of dry beat or upon tho heat from 
Incandescent bodies, as the matter of 
light In the latter case Is vary closely as- 
'Eoctatcd with heat. If you will bear In 
mind the fact that freckles aro produced 
almost entirely by the violet rays In 
ordinary sunlight, you will see what 


remarkable results may be prodtieed'by 
the use of light alone. It Is because ot

None ol 
the higher forms can survive a tempera- 
ture lower than the freezing point ot 
water, namely, 32 degrees, Fahrenheit 
Tho seeds have been subjected to the 
temperature of liquid air'which'Is 320 
degrees below zero on the Fahrenheit 
scale, and have not had tholr vitality de- 
stroyed. Snakes and frogs may bo frozen 
In Ice for several hours without being 
killed,-hut these conditions do hot apply 
to any of the higher forms. • Heat gener- 
ally increases chemical activity, and of 
course effects the change In tho cells of 
Iho human body in a similar manner. 
That it produces a direct effect on the 
sltln may bopbeerved from the dlsbolor- 
otlon that follows tho long and ' fre- 
qunnt application of heat poultices to the 
same areas of the skin. The flrst direct 
effect of-hot water upon the skin Is oi 
course Just the opposite from that of the 
cold water, small vessels are dilated and 
the skin reddens'as a result of the In- 
creased flow of blood. This Is whore the 
water Is at a temperature of from 100 to 
104 degrees. If the temperature is in- 
creased above 110 degrees tho flrst effect 
Is similar to that of very cold water. 
Goose-flesh is produced tho game as It 
IB with extreme cold, and sometimes 
there Is a slight shivering. In dealing 
with cold I think I neglected to say.that 
the extremely, low temperature produced 
nn effect Blmlfar to extreme heat Liquid 
air burning or cooking the skin In the 
same or similar manner that boiling 
water pooa.

SEEDING BY MACHINERY. 


Branch of the Ratlin Industry That 


la Young But Already Very '', 


' Vigorous., 
; 


Sixty per cent of the Ca'lrfprniagrape 


crop Is turned1 Into seeded raisins, the 
output of one company alone, for the 
year 1903 being fi.IiOO carloads. In Fresno 
alohn, whero most of tbo seeding la done, 
there aro seven large plants for tho 
handling of tho product, employing 1,- 
liOO persons. And yet tho seeded raisin 
Industry Is only 12 years old. This we 
are' told by II. A. Craft, who describes 
the .seeding machinery in. an article con- 
tributed to the Home Science Magazine. 
Says this writer: 
.

"The aoedlng Is dona entirely by ma- 


chinery. .The original raisin seeding ma- 
chine waa a Now York Invention; but It 
has been improved upon .by California 
Inventors, until now It. does 1U work with 
almost absolute thoroughness.-' And It 
is an Interesting fact that, in the process 
of seeding now In vogue, the ralsln;ls 
not' touched by human hands from tho 
time that It arrives from the-packing 
house until It IB conflnedfln Its'one-pound 
carton ready for shipment to the mar- 
ket 
; • • 
. 
. .- -v 


• "Be It understood that the entire pro- 
cess of converting the grape Into a ralctn 
Is riot performed at the seeding plants. 
The • preliminary work U done at the 
packing houses, situated all throughout 
the \vlneyards. At the packing; houses 
tha raisins are dried, stemmed, as far. a* 
the,larger stems aro concerned,.graded 
and" packed in rough boxes'for shipment 
to the seeding plants. From outside 
points these boxed raialns are shipped to 
the'seeding plants by tho carload. 


"At tho needing plants the ralslne are 


clumped from these rough boxes, and are 
then 'processed," to use a technical 
term, preparatory to seeding. • First tbe 
raUIns are subjected to a dry tempera- 
ture of HO degree* F., after which they 
are chilled; and'after being subjected to 
tbo latter process, they become as hard 
and dry as a bean. Then they are in 
shape to go through the final'process 
of stemming, which takes off the short 
•tern remaining- on the raisin wben.lt 
comes from the packing houses. Tbe 
ralalni are then put through a rubbing 
machine, which baa the effect to remove 
the short stem mentioned and leave the 
raisin in Its simple form. • 


"Then tho raisin Is subjected to a moist 


beat of 130 degrees F., which has the ef- 
fect of making them soft and pliable. 
Then It Is sent, on to the needing ma- 
chine, where it passes-between a pair 
of pure rubber rolls, anil Is then Im- 
paled upon a roll of small saws, which 
presses the seed out throufrh the sur- 
face of the raisin. The .saw roll, with 
the 'raisin thug..Impaled, revolves and 
pauses over a flicking device, which 
whisks- off the- seed, leaving tho raljJn 
still Impaled 'on the saw- mil.' The saw 
roll, still- revolving/passes around until 
tho'seeded Valsln strikes a series of fin- 
gera, which frees the raisin from the roll. 
The raialns then pass through a system 
of chutes, and are' packed 'by girls In 
one-pound cartons."

One house Is used 
solely for "processing" the ralMns, and:

'bolng convoyed from ono to tho other 
by an underground conveyor 280 feet 
long, which passes beneath a street.
